THE BRIDGE. 


The telegram received yesterday gives 
the bridge matter quite a business like 
appearance. It would seem to indicate 
that if Edmonton will pay $15,000 the 
government will construct a $60,000 bridge. 
The questions as to whether the town ever 
offered to pay part of the cost of a bridge or 
whether it should pay a part of the cost are 
not now up for consideration. The only 
question is. Would a substantial traffie 
bridge such as would cost $60,000 be worth 
$15.000 to this town? To this there can 
be only one answer, provided the bridge is 
conveniently located, and that is that the 
bridge would be worth the money. Of 
course it will have to be understood that 
the $15,000 is to be Edmonton’s total con- 
tribution, and not that the town shall pay 
a quarter of the cost, whatever the cost may 
be. Government works are to apt to over- 
run the estimates so that the town dare not 
go into such a bargain, but it would appear 
from the nature of the telegram the govern- 
ment only expected the town to pledge a 
specific amount. There is very little doubt 
that the action of the council at the special 
meeting of yesterday afternoon will be borne 
out by the ratepayers when the time arrives, 
and if the government really mean business 
the long expected bridge will bein pro- 
gress this winter. 

——$$— 
JUDGE MacLEOD. 

By the death of Judge MacLeod the 
Northwest has lost one of the most promin- 
ent figures in the early history, of its con- 
trol by Canada. Although the country was 
transferred to Canada in 1870, it was not 
until 1874 that the Canadian government 
undertook to establish its authority through- 
out the Territories. Everyone knows that 
the mounted police force of 300 men was 
organized and started west along the bound- 
ary line in 1874 to establish law and order 
and the supremacy of Canada from one end 
of the country to the other. The late 
Judge, then Col., MacLeod was second in 
command of the force during the march 
from the Red river to the Rockies and was 
left in full charge during the following 
winter at Fort MacLeod which he and his 
100 men built. During the following year 
he succeeded Col. French in the command 
of the whole force, which command he re- 
tained during the most critical years in the 
history of the Northwest. It is impossible 
for anyone at this date to realize the magni- 
tude of the responsibility which rested upon 
Col. MacLeod’s shoulders during those years 
or how those responsibilities were sustained. 
His headquarters was in the midst of one 
of the most numerous and warlike of the 
Indian nations, the Blackfeet. They were 
the most intractable and by reputation the 
most treacherous. So much so that the 
Hudson’s Bay Company, who had neyer 
failed to do business amicably with any 
other tribe of Indians with whom they 
came in contact, were compelled to abandon 
the attempt to trade withthem in their own 
country. To complicate matters, whiskey 
traders from the United States had come 
into the Blackfeet country and ‘built strong 
forts so that they could defy the Indians 
and still trade with them. To sup- 
press this traffic was the principal 
business of the police force. While this 
was the condition of affairs in the MacLeod 
and Cypress Hills districts, the rest of the 
vast extent of the Territories which then 
covered what is now the greater part of 
Manitoba as well required attention. How 
it could be supposed that 300 men scattered 
throughout the length and breadth of such 
& vast territory, having to deal with such 
varied and ditticult elements could be ex- 
pected to maintain la-v and order and rend- 
er life and property secure is a mystery; 
and yet it was done and done so well that 
at no time since have life and property been 
more secure than then,—so well that many 
people thought there was nothing to do, an 
idea which in 1885 made necessary the 
services of 5,000 men and cost the country 
over 50 lives and five millions of dollars. 
By force of circumstances during the years 
in which he commanded the police force 
Col. MacLeod was law giver, admistrator 
and military commander in one. It was 
during those years that the great Indian 
treaties were made. It was during those 
years that the Sitting Bull incursion took 
place. It was in the latter part of that 
time that the buffalo disappeared and the 
Indians were reduced at one stroke from 
affluence to beggary. But it mattered not 
what occured when Col. MacLeod was in 
command, the difficulty was met and people 
soon forgot that it ever existed. All this 
was at a time when there were no railways, 
no telegraphs, supplies all hauled by cart or 
waggon-and all messages carried py special 
messengers.

ATHABASCA TAR DEPOSIT. 


The Goronto World, speaking of the trip 
of Dr. Selwyn, director of the geological 
survey, and who,accompanied Mr. Fraser 
to Athabasca Landing to locate the site for 
the borings says: ‘‘There must be some- 
thing in the Athabasca oil country, fora 
<yndicate, including one Toronto man, 
offered the Dominion government $100,000 
for the monopoly of the oil districts not 
many months ago. If the 9il is found in 
large qnantities, as there is every reason to 
expect, Canada will own the largest oil 
fields in the world, and we.will be able to 
supply oil from Athabasca to Manitoba, 
British Columbia and all the Pacific States 
of the Union, and to the islands of the 
Pacific. The greatest market for oil not 
yet exploited is Asia, and if we have the 
oil in Athabasca it can be exported from 
there to the millions of Asia cheaper than 
from any other oil field.” 

In 1888, R. G. MeConnell, B. A., a mem- 
ber of the Geological Survey of Canada, 
explored the district of Athabasca, and his 
report was published last year in the annual 
issue of the department. Mr. McConnell 
made an exhaustive surface exploration of 
the country in question, and from his report 
the following extracts are taken”: 

‘‘ The most important natural gas spring 
in the district occurs on the Athabasca at 
the mouth of Little Buffalo River. The 
gas here forces its way up from the tar 
sands through 250 feet of the clear-water 
shales, and “issues from the surface in nu- 
merous small jets distributed over an area 
of 50 feet or more in diameter. The natu- 
ral gas springs have less value in themselves 
at present than in the indications they 
afford of the existence of petroleum be- 
neath. 

“The tar sands, the principal bitumen- 
bearing formation of the district, are de- 
scribed in a preceding part of the report. 
This unique formation is of Dakota age, and 
constitutes in this region the basal member 
of the cretaceous series. It rests uncon- 
formably on the Devonian and is exposed 
overlying the latter aiong the valley of the 
Athabasca for a distance of ninety miles. 
Lithologically it may be described as a soft 
sandstone, the cementing material cf 
which is a bitumen or inspissated petroleum 
derived from the subjacent Jimestones. 
The boundaries of the tar sands were only 
precisely defined at a few points, but cvhey 
were estimated to have a minimum dis- 
tribution of fully 1000 square miles, were 
either completely urcovered or buried be- 
neath a part of the overlying clear-water 
shale on tne highlands, and exposed in the 
river valleys. They vary in thickness 
where the section is complete from 140 to 
225 feet. Taking the thickness at 150 feet, 
and assuming the distribution as given 
above at 1,000 square miles, the bituminous 
sands in sight amounts to 28.40 cubic miles. 
Of this mass, if the preceding analysis is 
iaken as an average, although it is probably 
rather high, 22.9 per cent. in bulk or 6.50 
cubic miles is bitumen. The amount of 
petroleum which must have issued from the 
underlying limestones to produce 6.50 cubic 
miles, or by weight approximately 4,700,- 
(W0.000 tons of bitumen, cannot now be 
estimated, as the conditions o1 oxidation 
and the original composition of the oil is 
unknown. It must, however, have been 
many times greater than the present supply 
of bitumen. 


‘The commercial value of the tar sands 
themselves, as exposed at the surface, is at 
present uncertain, but the abundance of the 
materials and the high per centage of bitu- 
men which it contains make it probable 
that it may inthe future be profitably 
utilized for various purposes when this 
region is reached by railways. Among the 
uses to which it is adapted may be mention- 
ed roofing, paving, insulating electric wires, 
and it might also be mixed with the lignite 
which occurs in the neighborhood and press- 
ed into briquettes for fuel. 

‘** The tar sands evidence au upwelling of 
petroleum to the surface unequalled else- 
where in the world, but the more volatile 
and valuable constitutents of the oil have 
long since disappeared, and the rocks from 
which it issues are likely exhausted, as the 
flow has ceased. In the extension of the 
tar sands under cover the conditions are 
different, and it is here that oils of economic 
value should be sought. In ascending the 
Athabasca the tar sands are overlaid at 
Boiler Rapid by a cover of shales sufticient 
to prevent the oil from rising to the surface 
and in ascending the river this cover gradu- 
ally thickens. Favorable indications of the 
presence of oil in the vicinity of the Atha- 
basca are also afforded by the existence of 
the natural gas springs referred to ‘pre- 
viously. 


“The question of the continuity of the 
tar sands and their petroliferous character 
under cover can, however, only be settled 
in a decided manner by boring, and it is 
highly desirable that drilling operations 
should be undertaken for this purpose. At 
the mouth of the Pelican river the tar sands 
are probably covered by about seventy feet 
of strata, and this amount increases as the 
river is ascended. At the Athabasca Land- 
ing, if the formation extends to that point, 
it probably lies at a depth of from 1,200 to 
1,600 feet below the surface, but the dis- 
tance of the landing from the outcrop of the 
‘ar sands and the variability in thickness of 
the cretaceous formations makes it impos- 
sible to give more than a rough estimate.”

After a hymn had been 
sung, the choir gave the anthem ‘‘ Hear my 
prayer ” which was nicely rendered. 

Rev. Mr, McQueen, pastor of thechurch,then 
introduced the guest of the evening and in 
doing so said that he well remembered the 
time, some seven years ago, when he sat 
where the choir is sitting now, at the fare- 
well which was given to Rev. Mr. Baird.
